There has been all kinds of trouble 
in the office of Manager Sm ith, of the 
Minnesota W ater W orks C o., since 
he took hold, and the series of ques­ 
tions that he has been compelled to 
answer since the first of the -month 
would fill a big book. 
He has had 
to do considerable explaining in view 
of the fact th at a radical change has 
been made, beginning with October 
I, the last quarter of the year, and 
when water rents fell due, in th** 
rates charged for rental, and he has 
had to shoulder it all like' a little 
man, many thinking that he is re­ 
sponsible for the tilt in the rentals in 
some ca "es, he having started in sim- 
tanoously to perform the duties of 
the office with tile change in the 
water rates in the city. 
As near as can be learned, with all 
due credit to the water company, 
they are doing nothing more than is 
given them a privilege to da under 
charter provision. 
When the rates 
were fixed in the city in the first 
place, it was on the representation 
of the renters themselves, and Mana­ 
ger Smith states that in almost two- 
thirds of the cases, the information 
obtained as to the number of rooms 
in a house, bath, closets, cattle and 
horses, hasbeen incorrect. 
It seems 
that President Tighe realized the con­ 
dition of things, and last sum mer he 
engaged an expert to come to the 
city to chock the houses over. 
As has been stated nearly two 
thirds of tile renters were not paving 
enough water rent miller the provis­ 
ions of the city charier. 
Some who 
had houses with seven or eight rooms 
in the first place, reported three or 
four, and in many cases where bat hs 
are used they were not reported at 
all. 
Manager Smith is in no way to 
blam** for the conditions.
